ful drives and magnificent prospects. 
The original cemetery of the city 


was 300 feet square in the northwest 
corner of the old cemetery, and when 


it was laid out was considered so far 
from the town that settlement would 
nevergrow out to it. 
Todav it has 


not only been increased in size many 
fold, but residences have grown up 
upon three sides of it. 
r his latest addition comprises about 


24 acres and has all been platted but 
about three acres beyond the creek 
and artificial lake .shown in the plate 
above, 
The 
platting 
of

addition 
was left entirely to 
the 


judgment of County Surveyor L . B. 
Neighbour with the results that the 
natural beauty of the rolling land has 
been preserved and 
its picturesque 


possibilities have been strengthened 
in the arrangement of the driveways. 
These drives conform to the undula 
tions of the land so that scarcely any 
grading will be necessary for lots or 
driveways.

been reserved for rests or observation 
points.

park and observe the rolling hills and 
quiet vales over and through which 
the drives thread their way.

under the circumstances I could not. 
After hearing some of the remarks 
that hav e been made I cannot hut say 
something. 
We waited 
until

middle of J anuary to let someone else 
come out with a petition, as other 
y ears they woulc come out eight or 
ten months before town election, so 
we thought if 
no one else thought 
they needed the road worse than we 
did we would come out. 
So we did, 
and did not push it v ery hard until of 
late and then the roads got so bad we 
did not get ov er all of the tow n . With 
all these difficulties 
we filed 
the 
strongest petition ev er filed in town. 
I will giv e a few 
reasons why we 
should hav e more stone roads before 
any other part of the town 
should 
ask any . 
Ir I am not right 1 am will­ 
ing to t>e corrected. 
In the first place 
these

roads 
are 
a 
mail 
route. 
The 
mail 
carrier 
trav els 
between 15 and 20 miles on Palmy ra 
roads. 
Of this distance he has less j 
than three 
and 
one-half miles

A part of that Dix on J 
built and a part we built by aubscrlp- 1 
tion. 
Now any on» 1 can see that we ■ 
are in danger of losing the mail route ! 
if we do not get more stone roads. . 
If we were accommodated as well as 
the rest of the town we would not 
complain. 
Then again, we hav e four , 
farmers that deliv er milk to the fac-4 
tory ev ery day , who trav el nearly or , 
quite four miles before they reach the 
stone road and they liv e in Palmy ra. ' 
Is there any one else liv ing in Palmy ra 
any where who must go that distance 
in the mud? 
If there is I do not know 
where he liv es. 
Only a few day s ago 
one of our good h igh way commissioners 
told me, we in our neck of the woods 
are going to vote her down. 
I asked

we now 
I hav e.” So do I. 
If th ere is any cue 
| th ing above anoth er th a t I hate to do 
i it is to say anyth ing against a good 
j person.

Our neigh- 
j boring town can with 50 or 00 cents 
, maintain their roads and build more

Th en, again, we h ave paid taxes for 
! fifteen years and over to build stone 
, roads and some of th ose roads h ave 
' been repaired th e th ird time and our 
l tax h elped to repair th em. 
Th ose 
' people h ave h ad th e use of th ose roads 
I for t h a t length of tim e and we h ave 
i been riding in th e mud ever since and 
, h ave uot complained much .

feel imposed upon.
